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Senate Drags Feet 
On a Vital Matter 


Now that Israel is moving toward 
agreement on getting its troops out of 
the Gaza Strip and the Gulf of Agaba, 
the U.S. Senate should stop wasting time 
and go ahead with approval of the Eisen- 
hower Doctrine as part of a long-range 
plan to bring some stability ‘to the 
troubled area. 

The doctrine was submitted to Con- 
gress on Jan. 5. It received overwhelm- 
ing approval by the House of Repre- 
sentatives on Jan. 30. It has been ap- 
proved by the: Senate Foreign Relations 
and Armed Services committees. But it 
has been stalled on the floor of the Senate 
by what appears to be a deliberate effort 
to weaken or filibuster the section de- 
voted to aid. 

Understanding fully the reasons why 
Sen. Russell and others are opposing the 
measure as submitted by the President, 
itis nevertheless an absolute necessity if 
infiltration by the Communists into the 
area is to be checked, and the flow of oil 
maintained to the industries of Europe 
and the United States. Also, it is not true 
that the aid proposed is a “pig in a poke.” 
An amendment requires the President to 
inform the Senate of his purpose 15 days 
before expending any of the money. 

It is all right to distrust Nasser and 
to talk of rich Arab potentates who 
should spend their money to improve the 
lot of their people. But it is still another 
matter deliberately to risk driving these 
people into the Russian orbit. That might 
mean war in the near future. 

The Soviet Union wants the oil of the 
Middle East. If it falls under Commu- 
nist control or even under control of 
Nasser, the economies of the West can 
be strangled and forced to heel to the 
Kremlin—either that or be forced to fight 
a major war—perhaps nuclear—to pre- 
vent it from happening. What would that 
cost? 

The Eisenhower Doctrine seeks to do 
for the Middle East what the Truman 
Doctrine did for Greece and Turkey and 
what the Marshall Plan did for Europe. 
It’s perhaps our last chance to sa¥e it 
from Kremlin, domination. It should be 
passed without further delay.

Labor Rackets Probe 
Is Striking Pay Dirt 


The probe by a Senate investigating 
committee into corruption and racketeer- 
ing in labor unions is striking pay dirt. If 
it leads to a complete cleanup inside or- 
ganized labor, it will have been a great 
service to labor and to the public as 
well. 

What is being uncovered is not an in- 
dictment of organized labor itself but it 
almost certainly will give all unions a 
black eye. The fact that racketeers and 
hoodlums can worm their way into po- 
sitions of leadership and literally thumb 
their noses at rank and file members 1s 
shocking and revolting. i 

At their recent meeting in Miami, 
AFL-CIO leaders took positive steps to 
force a cleanup within member unsons. 
The Teamsters—the group now being in- 
vestigated—were put on notice to clean 
house or else. What is being revealed 
could not have been going on without 
the knowledge of heads of the union it- 
self. Teamster President Dave Beck thus 
far has evaded questioning by leaving the 
country. 

Let the committee get the facts and 
let labor and government drive the rack- 
eteers out of the organized labor move- 


ment.

But at the moment it was 
impossible.

At least a 
man who has some outlet for his 
utterances in the public prints does

German Children’s Choir Here. 


To Sing for Others’ Supper 


By ELIZABETH MORGAN 


A group of children who sing 
for other children’s supper 
rolled into Atlanta Thursday 
night in a big blue and white 
bus that is taking them around 
the country on a tour. 


The 35 youngsters make up 
the Obernkirchen Children’s 
Choir, named for their pic- 
turesque home town of 7,000 
people in northern Germany. 
The 29 girls and six boys, un- 
der the direction of Miss Edith 
Moeller, gave a concert at 
Emory last night. 


The tours are organized by 
Miss Moeller and another Ger- 
man social worker, Miss Erna 
Pielsticker, to finance a chil- 
dren’s home in Obernkirchen. 


When the young Germans as- 
sembled for breakfast (they 
stayed all over the Emory 
campus), they talked of things 
important to world-traveling 
youngsters of ages eight to 18. 
They speak German unless 
they are asked to answer a di- 
rect question in English. 


SONG BEFORE BREAKFAST 


And before they sat down to 
eat they joined hands around 
the table and sang grace in 
German—there’s no doubt about 
the clarity and rich harmony 
of their singing. 

Blond pigtails and moppish 
hair cuts were most noticeable 
on the heads that bent hungrily 
over grapefruit and sweet rolls 
(the Germans had ordered a no- 
meat, no-egg breakfast). A few 
girls sported pony tails or 
boyish bobs. 

Miss Moeller and Miss Piel- 
sticker got the idea of starting 
a children’s choir almost 10 
years ago. They had operated 
an orphanage which was taken 
over by the government after 
the war. And they wanted an- 
other building for children who 
would not generally be avail- 
able for adoption. 


WON OOMPETITION 

The youngsters, who belong 
to all types of families in the 
community, began giving con- 
_certs in Germany in 1950. But 


and won the _ competition 
-against 25 other choirs. 

The song that really made 
them famous at the festival was 
their own—The Happy Wan- 
derer.’’ Miss Moeller’s brother, 
Friedrich Wilhelm Moeller, who 
is a well-known composer in

Germany, had written the song 
especially for the choir. The song 
was picked up, instrumen- 
talized, and made a juke box 
favorite in this country. 


Miss Moeller—the tall, dark- 
haired director who studied mu- 
sic in Essen—and Miss Piel- 
sticker—the short blond busi- 
ness manager—first brought the 
choir to America in 1954. This 
third tour is far-flung—they 
plan to travel up the West Coast 
into Canada and circle back 
through Chicago before they 
leave New York in May. 
PRACTICE BUS | 

The blue and white bus often 
is their practice studio, for 
Miss Moeller rehearses the 
youngsters with her own guitar 
accompaniment. She and Miss 
Pielsticker have worked out a 
scheme of self-discipline for the 
group—the children are divided 
into four ‘“‘families’’ with ‘an 
older boy and girl as ‘‘parents.”’ 


THE LITTLEST SINGER 


The parents look after the 
younger ones and generally see 
to it that the routine matters 
of living and touring are taken 
care of. 

This time, when the two per- 
severing social workers return to 
Obernkirchen, they have a chil- 
dren’s home ready to occupy. 
Last summer they rented a villa 
which belongs to a princess and 
began renovating it. They plan 
to move in 20 children as soon 
as they return. 

None of the children now in 
the choir is going to be a mem- 
ber of the home, although the 
group will keep on singing to 
support the enterprise. But Miss 
Moeller hopes to draw some 
singers from her own children 
in the future. 

Said she with a smile, ‘“‘The 
children are unhappy and mu- 
sic is the best way to make 
them happy, yes.”’

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Watch tor the Hidden Handicaps 
It Child Appears To Be Backward

WASHINGTON, March 1 @. 
Hidden handicaps may prevent 
an intelligent child from learn- 
ing to read or write and re- 
sult in his being unjustly la- 
beled as ignorant, lazy or re- 
calcitrant. 

Educators call these handi- 
caps ‘“‘learning blocks.’’ They 


may be physical or psycholog- 


ical, But when parents and 
teachers fail to recognize their 
symptoms, the child is unjust- 
ly labeled ignorant. 

Learning blocks can be over-

come, sometimes quite easily, 
when they are ‘accurately diag- 
‘nosed and properly treated. 
Authority for these  state- 
ments is Mrs. Marion Kings- 
bury, director of Washington’s 
remedial education center. 
This privately supported insti- 
tution is one of the nation’s 
oldest and most respected diag- 
nostic clinics for children with 
educational problems. 


SIX BLOCKS 

Mrs. Kingsbury said in an 
interview that there are six 
broad types of learning blocks 
that often appear in children 
of average or above-average 
intelligence. -Two of the most 
common are poor eyesight and 
poor hearing. 

‘“‘Many a child is falling be- 
hind in his school work today 
because he simply can’t see or 
hear what’s going on,’ Mrs. 
Kingsbury said. ‘‘Unless they are 
quite acute, these handicaps are 
often unrecognized by parents 
and teachers.”’ 

Even harder to detect is a 
difficulty that Mrs. Kingsbury 
calls ‘‘cross dominance.’’ She 
explained that most right-hand- 
ed people sight with their right 
eye; left-handed people with 
their left eye. But some chil- 
dren are all mixd up. They 
sight with their right eye, but 
use their left hand to eat or 
draw. 

This makes it unusually hard 
for them to master the left-to- 
right direction of English read- 
ing and writing. They give a 
clue to their problem if they 
persist for a long period in 
reading ‘‘was’’ for ‘‘saw,’’ ‘‘no”’ 
for ‘‘on,” and often write let- 
ters and numbers backwards. 

Probably the one greatest 
source of learning blocks, Mrs. 
Kingsbury said, is “immaturity.” 


MATURE SLOWLY 
‘‘Many perfectly normal chil- 
dren mature slowly and just 
aren’t set for first grade work 
until they’re seven or older.” 
Mrs. Kingsbury said _ that 
closely related to immaturity 


ents put too much pressure on 
him to succeed, 
‘“‘The parental demands may 
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comes a challenge that he feels 
he cannot meet. He dreads 
any act of speaking or writing 
that will reveal his inade- 
quacy. He invents his own 
‘cover-up’ system—he cuts up 
in class and pretends he just 
doesn’t care about learning to 
read.”’ 

The first step in overcoming 
learning blocks is to diagnose 
them. A child may have sev- 
eral different types by the time 
he gets expert attention.
